FLORIDA NOTES AND NOTIONS. 

N the grandstand at Hialeah Park Thursday 
O afternoon of last week I met Frank J. 
Bruen. He had arrived that morning from New 
York, where he had been for two and a half 
weeks. He said the affairs of Tropical Park had 
never been in such shape as would justify the 
rumors to the effect that the second meeting, 
which is to open February 29, would not be held. 
“We will open and run as per schedule and we 
will have a good meeting. I am sure of that,’’ he 
said. He then extended me an invitation to visit 
Tropical Park the next day. I did so, and I 
found a very neat, compact racing plant with a 
splendid mile track. I was told by Racing Sec- 
retary H. D. (Jimmy) Monroe and his assistant, 
Robert H. Shelley, likewise by Track Superin- 
tendent George Reed, that the plant has been 
greatly beautified since the first meeting’s close. 

Secretary Monroe said there will be no scarci- 
ty of horses for the second meeting. There are 
applications for stalls for nearly 1200 horses and 
accommodations for only 600 horses. I had pre- 
viously ascertained that many horses are to con- 
tinue to be stabled at Hialeah Park and will be 
sent over by van to Tropical Park. The trainers 
of those horses prefer the Hialeah stables and 
they do not want to change the water their horses 
drink. They say the Hialeah water is better. 

I found Mr. Bruen busy at his office up a 
third flight of stairs in the glubhouse. He gra- 
ciously put aside his work and showed us around. 
Asked as to the cost of the plant, he said: “About 
$625,000.” Then, in answer to a question as to 
what the total cost of Hialeah Park might have 
been he said: “I am sure it is in the neighbor- 
hood of $3,000,000.” 

Mr. Bruen seemed quite happy in anticipation 
of a good second meeting. He has noted that 
the attendance and betting has increased at Hia- 
leah Park, and he is sanguine that the people will 
be at Tropical Park in proportionately large 
numbers. His plant isn’t as costly and he hasn’t 
the overhead that Hialeah Park has, so that is 
to his advantage in the matter of net income. 
The relationship is better than at the first meet- 
ing and there will be a cooperation on the part 
of the horsemen that was lacking formerly. 


There are e those who contend that, even in nor- 
mal years, the “season,” which is to say the 
period when winter visitors flock to Miami, will 
not be sufficiently long to make racing profitable 
at both tracks. The future will determine that. 
Meanwhile the writer is wondering how the pub- 
lic, delighted with the ‘Tote’ at Hialeah Park, 
will fancy return to the blind pari-mutuels and 
approximate odds-board. In this connection, the 
writer has found while in Miami that the only 
traducers the ‘“‘Tote’”’ has are the men who oper- 
ate the ticket printing and vending machines. 
They are complaining that the rules under which 
they work are such as to make them over- 
cautious and slower than when selling pari- 
mutuel tickets. These men are paid $10 a day. 
In Australia the places are filled by girls at pay 
of about one-fourth the sum and the manage- 
ment of the machines thinks girls there do the 
work more acceptably than do the men at Miami. 
It may happen that the male ticket sellers are 
“squawking”’ themselves out of jobs. 


The writer hears numerous observant and well 
informed people saying that it was a mistake 
ever to have permitted the building of two horse 
racing plants at Miami, and that in the end it 
will be a case of the survival of the fittest. 

The writer wishes Frank Bruen full measure 
of good luck but with others deeply concerned 
for the welfare of the Turf, he regrets that the 
likable and capable racing manager permitted 
himself to be persuaded out of Mr. Widener’s or- 
ganization. It was an evil day when that hap- 
pened. One more thought is that Col. M. J. 
Winn can count himself lucky that the Govern- 
ment withdrew its permit for another sand island 
in Bay Biscayne, on which he and Joseph M. 
Smoot were proposing to build another horse 
track. The Lord surely was good to Colonel Winn 
in this instance. SC. 


PURE GUFF. 
NDER the caption “Gangsters in Miami,” 
The St. Petersburg Independent told of a 
recent unsuccessful attempt on the part of two 
thugs to injure John B. Orr, president of the 
Greater Miami Port Association, and a valued 
citizen who has been active in abating “rackets.” 
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In the course of its comment, The Independent 
said: “Miami and Miami Beach are now overrun 
with criminals of all types—an inevitable result 
of their racing and gambling interests.” 

Further along The Independent said: “Miami's 
predicament and problem should be a lesson for 
St. Petersburg and Tampa and every other 
Florida city. In Tampa gangsterism has already 
begun to operate with fatal results. Underworld 
infestations must be broken up. The way to do 
that is to promptly strike at gangsters wherever 
they are found and strike hard.” 


This strikes us as quite odd. Tampa has no 
racing and presumably no gambling. In fact 
there is no racing on the west coast of Florida. 
The late Harvey Meyers, of Covington, Ky., and 
a number of associates, built a track at Tampa. 
It was a “bust” of the first water and it was 
by the narrowest squeeze that the promoters 
kept out of jail. St. Petersburg had dog racing 
for a while, but the holy folk on that side of the 
State sent the pups away and they haven’t been 
invited back. Voting under the new Florida 
racing law has been in the negative at Tampa 
and St. Petersburg. 

Now, how comes it that Tampa has gangster- 
ism operating with fatal results if gangsterism 
is “an inevitable result” of “racing and gambling 
interests” ? 

The truth of the matter is that the St. Peters- 
burg newspaper was feeding its clientele on 
what is best expressed in the way of an older 
age, as pure guff. The gangster exists in places 
where The American Stud Book was never heard 
of and where the names of Ben Brush, Domino, 
Fair Play, Man o’ War, Reigh Count, Bubbling 
Over, Blue Larkspur, Gallant Fox, Boojum, 
Whichone, Twenty Grand, Mate, Top Flight, 
Burning Blaze, Burgoo King, Tick On, On Post 
and the great host of other distinguished Thor- 
oughbreds are never spoken. 


SPRINTERS AS SIRES. 


OL. P. E. Ricketts advocates the use in Eng- 

land of sprinting sires to fortify the British 
Thoroughbred against the invasion of foreign 
horses whose forte is speed rather than stamina. 
He mentions Springfield, Sundridge and Phalaris 
as sprinters which have improved the breed in 
England and elsewhere. A correspondent to The 
Sporting Life (London), signing himself “Speed 
With Stamina,” takes issue with Colonel Rick- 
etts, citing evidences that. Springfield, Sundridge 
and Phalaris were not true sprinters. In con- 
clusion he says: 


“Ugly was a great sprinter. Will Colonel Rick- 
etts contend that he was Persimmon’s superior in 
speed, and would have been equally as good for 
fitting English horses to defeat the Frenchmen 
at Ascot, Epsom, or Doncaster?

The italics are ours. It is the tendency of THE 
BLOoOD-HORSE to side with “Speed With Stamina’s” 
argument, as we are convinced that in England 
the propagation of sprinters soon will be over- 
done, as it has long been overdone in America. 
But the correspondent, if he wishes his argument 
to stand up, ought to qualify his last sentence. 
Ugly (by Minting—Wee Agnes, by Strathconan) 
is the sire of *Spanish Prince II, which was good 
enough to win 16 races and beat Whisk Broom II 
in the Victoria Cup. And even if it could be 
denied that *Spanish Prince II was a superior 
horse, it could not very well be said that his 
daughter, Princess Doreen, leading American 
money-winning mare until displaced last year by 
Top Flight, was not a superior mare. Nor should 
it be denied that *Spanish Prince II’s son Spanish 
Play was a superior horse, his winter form to the 
contrary notwithstanding. And neither Princess 
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Doreen nor Spanish Play was a better sprinter 
than stayer. 

If it should turn out, however, that Colonel 
Ricketts convinces his countrymen they should 
use sprinters for sires in a greater proportion 
than at present, America could do well with some 
of the stamina that would be on the market. 


ODDS AND ENDS

LENTY has been, is being and will be written 

about the outstanding nominees to the Ken- 
tucky Derby, very little, proportionately, anent 
the candidates of Americans abroad to the Epsom 
Derby. Few persons, in fact, appear to know 
that we have representation in the Epsom edition, 
the original Derby, and still presented in the 
same style it was a century and a half ago. It 
just happens that “our representation” includes 
a couple of the choices; one of them Orwell, the 
other Clustine. The former, in fact, is joint- 
favorite for the race in the future books. And 
none of the bookies seems to be taking liberties 
with Clustine. Orwell, winner of the Chesham, 
National Breeders’ Produce, Champagne, Imperial 
Produce and Middle Park Stakes—five of his 
six starts—has been termed the best 2-year-old 
in England since The Tetrarch’s time. He also 
holds the proud distinction of having won more 
coin of the realm ($93,065) than any other 2- 
year-old in England’s lengthy Turf history. Or- 
well, formerly known as “the Golden Hair colt,” 
is the property of W. Mortimer G. Singer, the 
product of whose business concern long since be- 
came a national institution—‘Singer Sewing 
Machines.” Owner Singer is an American by 
birth, according to our information, albeit he has 
spent some years in England. Due to severe ill- 
ness, he has never yet had the pleasure of seeing 
his great colt in action. However, his condition 
is reported somewhat improved and he may be 
able to enjoy seeing his colors carried by Orwell 
this year. Mr. Singer, who acquired Orwell as 
a yearling for $15,000, has invested heavily in 
the sport in England and deserves to win a re- 
vival of the classic at Epsom Downs. 

* 

RWELL is wanting nothing in the matter of 

breeding. He is a son of the Epsom Derby 
winner, Gainsborough (by Bayardo, by Bay Ron- 
ald, by Hampton) and the Golden Sun mare, 
Golden Hair, next dam, Tendril, by St. Simon. 
Some of the experts doubt he has sufficient 
stamina to get the Epsom Derby course of ap- 
proximately a mile and a half, chiefly because 
of the Golden Sun cross. This horse was a 
sprinter and came of the sprinting Sundridge 
line. Moreover, in his last couple of essays, “our 
representative” was tiring rapidly nearing the 
finish, we hear, and looked anything but a Derby 
prospect. It might be offered in behalf of the 
Singer solt that the Gainsborough-Sundridge 
nick is capable of producing distance racers of 
the highest order. For instance, there is the 
case of Sir John Rutherford’s Ascot Gold Cup 
winner, Solario, a son of Gainsborough—Sun 
Worship, by Sundridge. Another good one got by 
Gainsborough from a mare of the Sundridge line 
was Artist Glow. It is obvious that mares car- 
rying the strain are suitable as mates for Gains- 
borough. Orwell was bred and reared in Ireland 
by Lord Furness, who, according to T. P. Brophy, 
a native of the “ould sod,’”’ was his neighbor at 


the Giltown Stud, Kildare. As a matter of fact, 
many of the best racers in England in recent 
years first saw the light of day on the Emerald 
Isle and were reared on good Irish grass. 

* * * 


FANCY the bay son of Gainsborough very 

much indeed, as depicted by W. A. Rouch, 
whose photograph shows him to be a colt of 
classic mould, possessed of quite as muscular 
forearms and shoulders as one will see in a 2-year- 
old. There is just the right angle to the shoulders 
and the withers and girth pass muster. Why 
cannot our breeders import stallions of his class 
and physique? Being primarily a speedster, he 
is just the type of horse to prove a success here. 
We Americans really should “root”? for Orwell— 
but it must be admitted that Mannamead, joint- 
favorite in the betting for the Derby with him 
at 6-1, looks the most probable winner. This son 
of another Epsom Derby winner, Manna, and the 
Torpoint mare, Pinprick, is the unbeaten winner 
of the Malton Plate, Clearwell Stakes and Don- 
caster Foal Plate. He won the Clearwell under 
133 pounds. Mannamead is a stable companion 
of Orwell, though they race in different interests, 
the former under the colors of Lord Astor. Both 
are trained by Joe Lawson and now are located 
at the Manton training quarters, in Berkshire. 
Mr. Lawson had a phenomenally successful 
season with his charges of last year. 


A K. Macomber, who raced a large string, in- 
e cluding *North Star III, *War Star, *Hol- 
lister, etc., in this country some years back, owns 
the unbeaten colt, Clustine, which easily won 
both his starts, each at the Newmarket July 
meeting. As an indication of the high regard in 
which he is held it may be pointed out that he is 
fourth behind Orwell and Mannamead (133) and 
Cockpen (131), under 128 pounds in the Free 
Handicap, a seven furlongs test to have its de- 
cision at Newmarket in April. However, it is 
rumored that Clustine was the victim of pneu- 
monia and came near dying before he reached 
the races. The attack is said to have left him a 
“roarer,’’ more or less. It has been some years 
since last Americans had any such good reasons 
for becoming interested “in a big way” in the 
historic Epsom classic. 
* * 

HERE will be action in abundance around the 

metropolitan ovals within the next several 
weeks. Possibly by the time you read this, the 
large string of Mrs. J. D. Hertz, which has been 
wintering at the Leona Farms, Cary, IIl., will 
have arrived at Belmont Park. And Benny 
Creech, W. R. Coe trainer, is expected here within 
the next few days to prepare the extensive band 
of 2-year-olds, all home-breds, destined to carry 
their owner-breeder’s green, white dots. Very 
few establishments are located at Jamaica, where 
stabling facilities aren’t, by long odds, as com- 
fortable and desirable as those at Belmont or 
Aqueduct.

LANC SEING, now a 12-year-old, and, unless 

we're mistaken, one of the first of the get 
of his sire, *North Star ITI, won a mile and 50- 
yards plater affair at Oriental Park the other 
day. This own brother to Buddy Bauer once was 
considered Kentucky Derby material. A product 
of Idle Hour, he has run the scale of limb ail- 
ments and still carries on. The racer, Knee 
Glader, which finished second to him on the oc- 
casion we mention, wasn’t yet foaled when Blanc 
Seing earned his first set of brackets.

STAKES WINNERS BY FAMILIES 


NO. 15 FAMILY. 
EVEN stakes winners of 1931 came from 
the No. 15 family, the same number as in 
the previous year. In both of our last two sup- 
plements of stakes winners we have credited 
this family with eight, but this was a mistake, 
Gallant Knight having by some _ mischance 
strayed from his proper notch in the No. 2 family 
and lodged in No. 15. In 1929, we credited No. 
15 with six stakes winners, and in 1928, with 
three. 

The representatives of the family come ex- 
clusively from two long-established American 
tap-roots, *Selima, by the Godolphin Arabian, 
and *Maud, by Stockwell. *Selima, foaled in 
1746, sister to Babraham, was brought from 
England to Maryland by Colonel Tasker. Her 
own exploits and those of her descendants make 
a lively chapter. Her family was carried on in 
three branches. By far the most powerful of 
these was that of Lady Bolingbroke, by Herod’s 
son, *Pantaloon, which is the only one represented 
in last year’s roster of stakes winners. Five 
stakes winners come from Lady Bolingbroke. 
One of them, Seth’s Pride, descends from her 
through the famous mare Peytonia. The others 
come from Lady Chesterfield’s branch. Best sub- 
division of this branch is that which spreads out 
from Hanover’s dam, Bourbon Belle, by *Bonnie 
Scotland. Note the cluster of winners under her 
name. 

*Maud was foaled in 1859 and brought to 
America in 1864. Her son, Cloverbrook, won the 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes and her female 
descendants have done their share of improving 
the breed. Two stakes winners were contributed 
last year by *Maud’s descendants. 


NO. 16 FAMILY. 

The Agnes family is contained in No. 16, and 
for years has played the dominant role among 
the members of the group. Four of the tail- 
female descendants of Miss Agnes won stakes 
in 1931, and one other stakes winner came from 
a comparatively obscure branch of the family, 
bring the total to five. In 1930 No. 16 had nine 
American stakes winners; in 1929, 11; in 1928, 
four. Rarely comes a year in which the mares 
of this family fail to produce a few horses of 
very high class. 

America has no long-established branch of 
No. 16, nor any very prolific modern branch. 
However, by sending to Europe, we have secured 
several of our good sires from No. 16, such as 
*St. Gatien, *Fatherless, *Ormonde, *Star Ruby, 
Octagon (from *Ortegal), Broomstick (from 
*Elf), and more recently the leading sires *St. 
Germans and *Sir Gallahad III, as well as 
*Spanish Prince II and *Bright Knight. Note 
that every stallion in the list given is either 
imported or is out of an imported mare. 

The great success of the Agnes mares is an 
indication that American purchasers should at- 
tempt to secure more of them and establish 
here a strong branch of the family. 


NO. 17 FAMILY. 

Only one stakes winner of 1931 came from 
No. 17, and this is not far below the average for 
it. Two were credited to it in 1930, three in 1929, 
one in 1928. *La Flambee II, by Ajax out of the 
French Oaks winner Medeah, and her daughter 
*Flambette are appsrently establishing a strong 


family here although they were not brought to 
America until 1919 and consequently cannot have 
a numerous representation at yet. There is no 
other branch of the family which appears to be 
producing good horses with any regularity in 
America. The good mare Lady Broadcast, which 
did not win a stakes race last year, is out of an 
imported mare which represents a good French 
branch of the family. 


NO. 19 FAMILY. 


Though No. 19 is a family of excellent re- 
sources and has produced good horses from 
many branches, its American successes have 
come mostly from the mare Perseverance, foaled 
in 1865, by Voltigeur out of Spinster, by Flat- 
catcher. The six American stakes winners of 
the No. 19 family in 1931 all came from Perse- 
verance, two of them through her granddaughter 
*“Lucy Cross, and the other four through her 
granddaughter *Pastorella. The latter mare, 
herself the dam of the unbeaten Colin, has 
founded a strong female family here, from which 
have come numerous high class horses. Dr. 
Freeland, Mokatam and Mad Pursuit were last 
year’s best samples. It is of interest to note 
the part Springfield has played in the family’s 
American development. He is the sire of *Pas- 
torella and is the sire of the dam of *Lucy Cross. 

*Pastorella is another of the great mares im- 
ported to Montana by Marcus Daly to earn fame 
later at the Castleton Stud of James R. Keene. 
In combination with the best of America’s indi- 
genous stock, such as Hamburg, Domino and Ben 
Brush, her strain has produced a fine array of 
good horses. Her daughter Passan, by Hamburg, 
is represented on the accompanying table (Page 
361) by four stakes winners. *Pastorella’s name 
msy be in the pedigree of this year’s Kentucky 
Derby winner, if Tick On or On Post is success- 
ful. Both these colts are by Colin’s son, On 
Watch. 


NO. 20 FAMILY. 

No. 20 had 10 stakes winners last year, as 
compared with seven for each of the three pre- 
vious years. A fairly wide distribution is notice- 
able here, but it is equally noticeable that a 
leading part in the family’s progress has been 
taken by the little Oaks winner Ghuznee (she was 
less than 15 hands high), by Pantaloon, by 
Castrel. One of Ghuznee’s descendants is 
*Reginella, a daughter of Melton, brought here 
for the Blue Ridge Farm of Henry T. Oxnard. Note 
the concentration of stakes winners beneath her 
name. My Dandy, winner of $100,575, is out of 
her daughter Scepter and Staff; Sweeping Light, 
one of the leading Derby candidates, is out of 
her daughter Sweeping Glance; and the good 
filly Buckup is from Sweeping Glance’s daughter 
Look Up. Breeders will do well to remember the 
strength that is being shown here. 

Breeders are accustomed to planning with 
great care their inbreeding of certain male lines 
which have shown up well when repeated in 
pedigrees. They do not go to so much trouble 
to map out pedigree patterns in which the strain 
of some excellent mare is doubled up. Scrutiny 
of these tabulations and notes may be helpful in 
showing up some such possibility. Many good 
horses of an earlier day showed inbreeding to 
good mares. Perhaps the most successful ex- 
ample of this sort of inbreeding in recent years 
in this country is Blue Larkspur, whose sire and 
dam both go back to Padua.

AMERICA’S $100,000 WINNERS—SIRES AND MALE LINES 


By SALVATOR 


N the issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE for November 
28 last, I presented an article entitled “Breed- 

ers of America’s $100,000 Winners” in which 
the horses falling within that classification (in- 
cluding those performing abroad as well as at 
home) were grouped beneath the names of the 
men that had bred them. 

As it was received with considerable attention 
and interest by the readers of the magazine, I 
feel encouraged to go forward with two supple- 
mentary ones, devoted respectively to the male 
and female lines of these performers, arranged 
in tabular form with appropriate comment. My 
idea being that the body of information incor- 
porated has never before been gathered together 
and presented in a similarly compact and yet 
comprehensive way, and that it should be of 
interest and, possibly, value, to breeders es- 
pecially. While the statistics of the breed are in 
some ways voluminous, they are in others sur- 
prisingly hard to come at and I may say that 
the tables incorporated in these articles are 
really compiled from data I originally col- 
lected for my own “private and personal” bene- 
fit, as without them I was constantly being com- 
pelled to waste valuable time in verifying “facts 
and figures” that ought to be accessible for ready 
reference. 

The preliminary article of November 28, above- 
referred-to, accounted for 83 different horses. In 
its course I remarked that several others still 
in training might qualify for places between the 
date of its compilation and printing. This proved 
true of the good 4-year-old Plucky Play, son of 
My Play and Plucky, by Broomstick, bred by 
Charles B. Shaffer, of Coldstream Stud, Lexing- 
ton, Ky., who “went over the top” for a credit 
of $107,755; while, before January 1, 1932, an- 
other one had also crossed the six-figure line of 
demarcation—the 6-year-old gelding My Dandy, 
by *Porte Drapeau—-Scepter and Staff, by Colin, 
bred by Dr. I. E. Clark, of Texas. He closed the 
year with a credit of $100,575, which he has 
since increased. 

The names of both the breeders noted should 
therefore be added to the table originally 
presented. 

The total of our $100,000 winners up to Janu- 
ary 1, therefore, was 85, not including two horses 
that have won that much as steeplechasers—it 
has never seemed to me that winnings on the flat 
and over the jumps can properly be considered 
together, especially in a breeding sense, as the 
course of jumping history shows that its results 
have had no influence whatever in the course 
of breeding evolution, generally speaking. 
The steeplechaser is, in effect, no matter what 
his merit, a by-product of those breeding opera- 
tions wyhose object is the production of classic 
and other winners on the flat; he is, in the 
majority of cases, sexless, and, therefore, may 
be called the drone of the breeding hive. 

The table appended will be found to contain, 
arranged in alphabetical order, all stallions 
credited with one or more $100,000 winners. 
The color, sex and year of foaling are stated, 
together with the sire, dam and grandam of 
each horse, the name of his breeder and the 
family of the Bruce Lowe Figure System to 
which he belongs. Similar but less extensive 


details are also given regarding the performers 
listed beneath the sires.

In the main table there are 66 stallions which, 
collectively, have begotten the 85 winners of 
$100,000 or more; in the subsidiary one just 
above, there are but 12—the elimination of no 
less than 54 sires affording evidence of the tre- 
mendous difficulty of hitting the bullseye a sec- 
ond time. 

There is another interesting test to which our 
66 sires may be subjected. How many of them 
have gotten a winner, not of $100,000 but of 
$200,000? Here is the answer:

Curiously enough, the result is practically 
twelve different sires have got two 
or more $100,000 winners, and 13 have got one 
or more $200,000 winners. Five different sires 
appear in both divisions: Fair Play, Man o’ War, 
*Sun Briar, Whisk Broom II and High Time. 
We may account them, therefore, the most suc- 
cessful sires of great money winners in American 
breeding history-—‘‘the cream of the cream.” 

There is always more or less argument among 
breeders regarding the merits of native vs. im- 
ported sires. This is one of the hardiest peren- 
nials in the category of moot points. The light 
thrown upon it by the three tables above dis- 
closes the following facts, among others: 

Of the 66 different sires of $100,000 winners, 
28 classify technically as imported, while two 
others (Glenelg and Prince Pal) were imported 
in utero and, under present rules, rank as Ameri- 
can-bred—up to a few years ago they would have 
been classified as imported and, in fact, Glenelg 
did so throughout his entire lifetime. Still three 
others (Melton, Phalaris and St. Amant) are 
English horses, the sires of offspring imported 
into this country and raced here. Adding, as we 
should, these five horses to the 28 first specified, 
we have a total of 33 imported sires, which is 
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precisely one-half of the whole quota of 66 in 
the main table, as the native bred ones also 
number just 33. 

It would appear, therefore, that the argument 
as to the respective merits of the two classes of 
sires reposes upon a 50-50 basis; for, while it 
may be observed that the native-bred sires in 
service always largely outnumber the imported 
ones, on the other hand the opportunities ac- 
corded the imported horse are, on the average, so 
far superior to those which the native-bred one 
enjoys as practically to balance the account. It 
must also be borne in mind that the $100,000 
winner, considered on the basis of “mass pro- 
duction”, belongs to the present time. The first 
to appear in America was Miss Woodford 
($118,270) in 1886 and up to 1900 there were 
only 22 in all. The rest belong to the twentieth 
century. 

Imported and Home-Bred Sires 

pan as regards importations, it scarce needs 

be remarked that the twentieth century has 
seen a veritable rage for them. Previous to 1900 
only one really “fancy” price had ever been paid 
for a foreign stallion, in the present sense of 
the term. That was when W. O’B. McDonough 
gave $150,000 for *Ormonde, the “horse of the 
century,”’ in 1892. When, in 1884 Hon. William 
L. Scott paid $30,000 for *Rayon d’Or, it was 
the record price for an importation. But in our 
time six-figure sums have become commonplaces 
of international barter, while prices have been 
paid for foreign brood mares which formerly 
would have been considered prohibitive for 
stallions. 

When such great amounts are invested in 
animals, it follows that they are given the best 
possible opportunities to “make good.” As those 
acquainted with our breeding records also are 
aware, relatively speaking an enormous number 
of imported stallions, of moderate or small cost, 
have been tried out in this country, just because 
they were imported; horses of this variety often 
being accorded opportunities at the stud which 
were denied native ones of high class. All of 
which has counted heavily in the final audit of 
success. 

When we analyze the two smaller tables, 
however, we find the native-bred sires have more 
than held their own. Of the 12 stallions that 
have sired two or more winners of $100,000, no 
less than nine are American products; moreover, 
all three of the sires at the top of the tree, and 
the only ones with three or more representatives, 
Fair Play with six, Man o’ War with four, and 
Whisk Broom II with three, are home-bred. 
Among the sires of winners of $200,000 or over, 
the foreign horses make a better showing, as six 
of the 13 were imported and a seventh (Prince 
Pal) came here in utero. 

There is this to remember, however: it was an 
English horse that begot the first American-bred 
$100,000 winner-——*Leamington, sire of Iroquois 
($101,613). Iroquois, of course, won that amount 
upon the English Turf exclusively, where he 
raced in 1880-81. But it was also an English 
horse that sired the first winner of $100,000 or 
more upon the American Turf, as aforesaid, Miss 
Woodford ($118,270 in 1886). This was *Billet, 
and he was also the first horse in this country to 
sire two $100,000 winners, the second being 
Raceland ($116,391). But the brilliant lead thus 
assumed by the imported sires was not main- 
tained. When at length our first $200,000 winner 
appeared in the shape of Man o’ War ($249,465 


in 1919 and 1920), he was by the native-bred 
Fair Play; and Fair Play is also thus far our 
only sire of two $200,000 winners, as noted above, 
his second being Display ($256,526). 

And again when another step forward was 
taken three years later and in 1923 Zev made 
himself the first Thoroughbred in the world to 
earn as much as $300,000, that colt was by an 
American-bred stallion, The Finn. Zev’s final 
credit of $313,639 has since been surpassed, how- 
ever, first by Gallant Fox, with $328,165, and 
later by Sun Beau, with $376,744—-and both these 
record-breaking money-winners are by imported 
sires, *Sir Gallahad III and *Sun Briar, respec- 
tively. In that galley, therefore, the importa- 
tions today have the edge over the native born. 
They also scored heavily the past season when 
no less than four different horses entered the 
$200,000 list—-something hitherto unheard of. 
The quartette are all by imported sires, to wit: 
Mate by Prince Pal (imported in utero), with a 
credit of $273,425; Twenty Grand ($259,925), by 
*St. Germans; Top Flight ($219,000), by *Dis 
Donc; and Mike Hall ($213,220), by *Hourless.) 

The present outlook is for a decidedly dimin- 
ished earning capacity for the American Thor- 
oughbred in coming seasons, it is possible that 
the golden opportunities that prevailed during 
the past few years may not soon return and 
so the distinctions won by these imported sires 
may prove long-standing; though the advent of 
a true phenomenon, such as Man o’ War, would 
result, as before, in the erection of new records. 

If the imported sire is destined to become 
dominant, however, and the native-bred one sub- 
ordinate—as some contend—it may be said with- 
out hesitation that another powerful factor will 
influence that result. This is not so much the 
rage for foreign blood as the discrimination 
against horses falling outside the Figure System 
not only, but those which, by the famous so- 
called “Exclusion Act” are and, with all their 
descendants must remain, ineligible to the Eng- 
lish (and per consequence other foreign) Stud 
Books. 

Classification by Families 

HIS being so, it will be of interest to note 

which of the “Figure families’ have produced 
the sires in the tables above. It is true that many 
of the native-bred horses that appear, while 
having Lowe tap-roots, are otherwise marked by 
the “American stain,” hence are not elect of 
the pur-sang dispensation. It is also true that 
the present writer considers the Bruce Lowe 
gospel of little value as a guide to the breeder, 
so little that upon its own intrinsic worth it 
deserves no mention in such an article as this. 
However, many American breeders have for 
over a quarter-century been influenced by it and 
even today, discredited as in many respects it 
now is, will not tolerate a stallion unless he has 
a desirable “figure’’. 

The entire list of 66 sires has been arranged, 
therefore, in the following check list of Lowe 
tap-roots:

7English sires. 

It is instructive—in various ways—-to compare 
these findings with the dicta of Bruce Lowe con- 
cerning his own families as sire-producers. 

The leading family is the No. 8, with nine 
sires; the No. 4 family is second with eight, and 
the No. 16 family third with seven, while the No. 
1 family and the No. 14 tie for fourth place with 
five each. Let us see what Lowe, in his famous 
opus, Breeding Race Horses by the Figure 
System, had to say about these families as “sire 
families”’: 

No. 8—“One of the most valuable sire families 
in the Stud Book, not excepting No. 3.” 

No. 4—“Distinctly feminine in character. No 
great all-around sires have sprung from this 
family.” 

No. 16—‘“Better known to the breeding and 
sporting world as ‘the Agnes family.’ The 
gradual building up of the Agnes family is one 
of the most interesting problems in the annals 
of breeding, because it demonstrates clearly that 
if so much could be accomplished by what must 
have been to a large extent ‘accidental selec- 
tion,’ what untold probabilities lie in the paths 
of the young breeders of the future, if they will 
only study earnestly by the lamplight of ex- 
perience.” 

No. 1—“Essentially a running as distinguished 
from a sire line.” 

No. 14-—“Ranks high as a sire line.” 

Thus we see that in the majority of cases, 
Lowe missed fire. This is especially true of the 
No. 4 family, concerning which his mistake was 
monumental. As regards the No. 16 family his 
utterance, semi-oracular, will seem to the sar- 
donic analyst something humorous. In effect he 
says: “Behold the Agnes family, an accidental 
product. Guide your footsteps by my Figure 
System and much more wonderful results will 
accrue.” Incidentally, they haven’t; nothing ap- 
proaching the “Agnes family” has been produced 
by any of the multitudinous apostles of Lowe 
since he offered his fatherly advice to the young 
breeders of the ‘nineties. 

This phase of our subject need not much longer 
detain us, but before leaving it, attention may be 
called to the fact that Fair Play, who over- 
shadows all other sires in the tables above, is 
from the No. 9 family, concerning which Lowe 
made the following statement: “It would be diffi- 
cult for the warmest believer in this family to 
point out one really high-class sire in its ranks.” 
To which the contemporary breeder today can 
only respond in classic language: “Oh, yeah?” 
And when we reflect that Fair Play, from the 
No. 9 family, begot Man o’ War, the only stallion 
to approach him as a sire of great money-win- 
ners, from the No. 4 family mare Mahubah; and 
that Whisk Broom II, the only other horse to 
beget more than two $100,000 winners, is another 


No. 4 horse, farther exegesis of the “Figure 
System” as an aid to the production of great 
sires becomes superfluous. 

There remains only a glance at the “American 
Family” quota. That it could be a large oneis 
impossible, for as above-noted, breeders have 
been discriminating against sires without 
“figure’’ tap-roots since long before the “golden 
age of the money-winner” arrived in America. 
But, happily, before that time there had been 
foaled in this benighted land two horses, Spend- 
thrift (1876) and Ben Brush (1893), destined to 
be the founders of two of our three dominant male 
lines of the present era. Spendthrift belongs to 
the tap-root of the Tayloe’s Bellair mare, Ben 
Brush to what is familiarly known as the ‘Maria 
West family.” It would be a wonderful thing 
for our present breed of Thoroughbreds if another 
Spendthrift or Ben Brush came along, but there 
is very little chance of it, as few breeders today 
consider a stallion without a Lowe tap-root worth- 
while. . . . Sometimes “Experientia docet’’—and 
sometimes it doesn’t. 

Classification by Male Lines 
HERE are so many interesting angles from 
which a group of sires like that under discus- 
sion may be viewed that itis difficult to pick and 
choose for a study whose limitations are those of 
the present one. So with a brief consideration 
of the male lines, it must be concluded. 

It seems unnecessary to begin with the Crea- 
tion, as did Mr. Dick his memorable historical 
masterpiece—the Creation in this case being that 
venerable trinity, the Byerley, Darley and Godol- 
phin patriarchs. Nor does it seem any more nec- 
essary to begin with the Flood, whose waves are 
crested with the names of Eclipse, Herod and 
Matchem, and of whom we may say, “After them 
the Deluge’’—of their descendants. While there 
are still in our midst earnest breeders quite a few 
even passionately interested in the merits and the 
claims of these hoary propagators of all that is 
true, beautiful or good in the Thoroughbred 
species, the average horseman is much more 
deeply involved in the effort to orient himself “in 
medias res.” In other words, to pick a winner 
from the goods now exposed upon the counter, 
whose composite elements may be studied at short 
range without deep delvings into the “dim back- 
ward and abysm”’ of the breed. 

In the foreground, therefore, may rightfully be 
placed the three modern American tribes which, 
stemming from three imported English horses, to- 
wit: *Bonnie Scotland (1853), *Eclipse (1855) 
and *Australian (1858), have proved the only 
real going concerns in the American picture of 
latter days. It is, however, an euphemism to 
refer to these tribes as those of the three progen- 
itors named, for, in effect, they have been founded 
by horses descended from them, in the case of 
*Bonnie Scotland by his grandson, Ben Brush, he 
by Bramble; in that of *Eclipse by his grandson, 
Himyar, he by Alarm; and in that of *Australian 
by his son Spendthrift. There is only one excep- 
tion to the statement that every $100,000 winner 
descended in the direct male line from these pro- 
genitors, traces to the sons and grandsons named. 
This is Strathmeath ($114,958), the gelded son of 
Strathmore, he by Waverly, son of *Australian. 
However, as noted, Strathmeath was a gelding; 
while the line through Waverly and Strathmore 
has been almost extinct in tail-male for genera- 
tions. Hence the exception is of that order des- 


ignated as proving the rule. 
The three lines under survey have, collectively, 
produced no less than 37 of the 85 winners of 
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$100,000 in the main table; while these 37 winners 
have been gotten by 22 different sires—the total 
number of sires in the main table being 66. In 
other words, to this dominant trio belong nearly 
half the $100,000 winners and precisely one-third 
of the sires. Another evidence of their superiori- 
ty is the fact that they have produced no less 
than eight of the 12 different sires accredited 
with two or more winners; also that all three of 
the sires credited with three or more winners 
belong to them. (See first minor table above.) 

The following tabulation shows the credits to 
these three lines, in condensed form:

There is nothing else to compare with these 
three as a family group originating in America 
in recent times. The nearest approach to it is the 
small one stemming from *Ogden (1894), a son 
of Kilwarlin (of the Solon line from West Aus- 
tralian) and *Oriole, by Bend Or, brought over 
as a yearling by Marcus Daly, as follows:

Nothing has caused more comment and discus- 
sion among breeders than the failure of the four 
great modern English lines, those of Bend Or, 
St. Simon, Isonomy and Hampton, to establish 
themselves in this country in a decisive manner. 
While many members of these lines have been 
imported by our breeders, beginning with the eras 
in which their British dominance became appar- 
ent, there is nothing to show in the way of a 
chain of progenitors which, from sire to son,

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have established anything resembling a dynasty. 
Instead, isolated horses have come forward, here 
and there, and, as a rule, only in recent seasons, 
to set up claims for their tribes. It is only by 
going still farther back and taking as the founder 
some great foreign forefather that we can bring 
together anything resembling a family group. 
Of these, the strongest showing is made by the 
descendants of Stockwell, the “emperor of stal- 
lions.”” Foaled in 1849, hence but little older than 
*Bonnie Scotland, *Eclipse and *Australian, 
whose lines have accomplished so much in the 
U. S. A., the group of his tail-male descendants 
in this country, while making a good showing 
numerically, has no real coherence, as it is as- 
sembled from scattered sources, as will be seen:

Together, the Stockwell-Bend Or group make 
up a quota of 12 horses, of which five belong un- 
der Bend Or. It will be noticed that none of the 
latter quintet was foaled before 1923, that they 
are by five different sires and that one of them 
(*Carlaris) is an English horse. Of the seven 
horses grouped under the head of Stockwell him- 
self, only two of them trace to him through one 
son (Blair Athol) and only one represents a line 
with any chance of survival in this country, 
judged by present indications. 

The St. Simon line, formerly dominant in 
England but latterly “sunk in dark eclipse” 
there, has done so modestly with us that it can 
only be considered as a part of the family of 
Voltigeur. To reiterate the previous statement, 
the first $100,000 winner upon the American 
Turf was Miss Woodford (1886-—-$118,270), by 
*Billet, son of Voltigeur, and that horse was also 
the first double $100.000 sire through the per- 
formances of his gelded son Raceland ($116,391). 
Up to date 10 male-line descendants of Voltigeur 
have ‘crossed the line,” as follows:

Of these ten horses (three of which have 
crossed the $200,000 mark and another the 
$300,000 mark, he being the largest money-win- 
ner in history: Sun Beau, $376,744), the three 
belonging to the St. Simon line are *Chacolet, 
Mate and Mike Hall and it is somewhat curious 
to note that *Chacolet is not American-bred but 
an English mare, while both Mate and Mike Hall 
qualified only the past season. That is to say, 
up to a year ago there was no American-bred 
representative of St. Simon in our entire $100,000 
list. The Sundridge line claims five representa- 
tives, including the champion money-winner of 
them all; the other two belonging to *Billet. 


There is another interesting phase of this 
group, which would seem to indicate that this 
line breeds back with success oftenest on pure 
British blood. We find, as above-stated, that 
*Chacolet was bred in England; Mike Hall, Pom- 
pey (whose dam Cleopatra was imported in 
utero), Reigh Count and Boot to Boot are all 
from British mares; while Mate’s dam, Killa- 
shandra, is from a British sire and dam. In ad- 
dition, *Reginella, grandam of My Dandy, was 
also English-bred. 


Two other modern lines of dominance abroad, 
those of Hampton and Isonomy, usually coupled 
with those from Bend Or and St. Simon as the 
“big four,” have also failed as yet to make any 
large showing here of great money-winners, 
having to date but four and three respectively:

To assemble anything properly to be called a 
family from among the remaining $100,000 
winners we must go back over a century, to 
Touchstone, foaled 1831, and gather together the 
descendants of that progenitor, tracing to him 
through various lines to the number of seven:

Four of this group descend from Touchstone 
through Hermit, as will be noted; two through 
*Rayon d’Or and one through Carbine. 

It must be borne in mind that our American 
Himyar line, previously considered, with 14 
members, is also a line from Touchstone and 
came through his son Orlando, the same horse 


that Rayon d’Or descends from. The lines from 
Touchstone and Stockwell used, in former days, 
to be rivals in England; in latter days, that of 
Stockwell has virtually eliminated from com- 
petition all the descendants of Touchstone except 
the lines from Hampton (whose family was con- 
sidered above and contained four members) and 
from Carbine. In America, however, if we bring 
together all the Touchstone representatives, con- 
sisting of the 14 of the Himyar line, the four of 
the Hampton line and the seven scattering ones, 
we have a total of 25, which more than doubles 
the even dozen that Stockwell can muster. It 
also exceeds the combined showings of both 
Stockwell and Voltigeur. 

There now remain to consider briefly a few 
stragglers that stand, as it were, in isolation. 
We first have for consideration the first $100,000 
winner ever bred in America, Iroquois, whose 
winnings were made in England. After return- 
ing here to enter the stud he begot Tammany 
and these two we may term the_ representa- 
tives of:

Nothing more singular, nor, in a sense, more 
tragic, than the sudden recession and then ex- 
tinction of the *Leamington line has ever oc- 
curred in American breeding annals; but it has 
a near parallel in that of the *Glencoe line, 
which, while not today extinct, is making its 
last stand for perpetuity:

There are left to consider, at the end of our 
story, three “rank outsiders,’ which can only 
remotely be linked up with any of the lines 
tabulated above. 

The first of them is *Sir Modred’s son Tourna- 
ment (1887), winner of $107,407. His male line 
runs back through Traducer, The Libel, Panta- 
loon, Castrel, to *Buzzard (1787), which son of 
Woodpecker also begot Selim, he the sire of 
Sultan, he the sire of *Glencoe. So, in a way, 
Tournament may be bracketed with Hanover 
and Wise Counsellor, the trio being the only 
tail-male descendants of Herod that have ‘‘made” 
the $100,000 list in America. 


The second is the very newest of America’s 
big winners, Top Flight (1929), which, last 
season set a new record for 2-year-olds by win- 
ning $219,000 in her unbeaten career. Her sire, 
*Dis Donc, bred in France from the American 
mare Lady Hamburg, is a son of Sardanapale, 
whose top-line reads: Prestige—-Le Pompon— 
Fripon-——Consul—-Monarque—-(The Baron, Sting 
or) the Emperor—-Defence and so to Whalebone 
and Waxy. Of course we will fetch up with 
Whalebone and Waxy if we go back far enough 
with Stockwell, Touchstone, etc., etc., as that is 
the principal channel through which the sover- 
eign blood of Eclipse has worked its wonders. 

The third and last is a racer that one frankly 
loves to wind up with—everybody’s hero, Ex- 
terminator. Winner of $252,596, formerly our 


champion money-winner and, though a gelding, 
assured of immortality through his performances, 
if not his progeny. His sire, *McGee, runs back 
as follows: By White Knight—Sir Hugo—Wis- 
dom — Blinkhoolie —- Rataplan. 
Stockwell’s own brother.

RTHUR B. HANCOCK’S *Wrack, bought from 

Lord Rosebery and brought to Paris, Ky., 
in 1915 to found the Claiborne Stud, has been 
among the leading stallions almost since his 
first foals appeared. Last year he gained a plac- 
ing on the list of leading broodmare sires, fin- 
ishing in eighth place. Forty-three of his daugh- 
ters produced 54 winners (1931) of 134 races and 
$133,535. Most notable of his grandchildren on 
the maternal side is Spanish Play, much cam- 
paigned among the Derby races of last season.

THE KENTUCKY DERBY ENTRIES. 


HE list of nominations to the fifty-eighth run- 

ning of the Kentucky Derby, $50,000 added, 
3-year-olds, 114 miles, to be contested at Churchill 
Downs, Louisville, Ky., Saturday, May 7, was re- 
leased for publication in papers of Saturday after- 
noon, February 20. The nominations totaled 115, 
fewer than in any year since 1922, when only 92 
colts and fillies were entered. But it is a repre- 
sentative list. Few of the best 2-year-clds of last. 
season are missing from it. Mad Pursuit was not 
entered by Walter J. Salmon, whose only nomi- 
nation was Air Pilot. W. R. Coe named none of 
his good racers which won stakes last year at 
two; as a matter of fact, it now appears that Os- 
culator and Laughing Queen will not race until 
rather late this year, if at all. The Nevada Stock 
Farm Stable’s speed marvel Hygro was not 
named. The other most promising 3-year-olds 
are among the eligibles. 

C. V. Whitney nominated the favorite, the filly 
Top Flight, and the colts Clotho and Mad Frump. 
Thomas Kearney and Thomas J. Shaw are quoting 
odds of 8 to 1 against the Whitney filly. Shaw 
makes Top Flight equal choice with the Loma 
Stable’s (Mrs. L. G. Kaufman’s) Tick On, but 
Kearney is offering 10 to 1 against the latter. 
Top Flight, according to latest advices from Whit- 
ney headquarters (Major Louie A. Beard) will 
be trained for the Derby, but if she shows a ten- 
dency to come to hand slowly she will not be 
rushed. The Derby is earlier than usual this 
year, and it is possible that several trainers will 
decide to pass it up rather than try to force their 
training too rapidly. As far as is known, all the 
leading candidates are sound, but early racing 
usually takes its toll before Derby day. 

Top Flight is at the Whitney farm at Red Bank, 
N. J. Tick On and Mrs. Kaufman’s other candi- 
date, On Post, both by On Watch, are in Max 
Hirsch’s stable at Belmont Park, and doing well. 
Tick On is receiving most attention from those 
who are convinced that a filly won’t win the big 
race, and an excellent case can be made out for 
him. He gave Top Flight the hardest race she 
had last year, in the Pimlico Futurity. Horsemen 
who saw that race are divided in their opinions. 
Some of them saw the filly going away at the 
end, others believed the colt to be gaining; none 
denied that both were still going gamely at the 
end. Leading argument of those who do not be- 
lieve that Tick On will get the 10 furlongs of 
the Derby route is the powerful succession of 
short-distance crosses close up in his pedigree. 

Burning Blaze, whose 2-year-old racing was 
most promising until he tailed off late in the 
season in Maryland and made his last start when 
in very bad condition, has filled out to some ex- 
tent at Shandon Farm, Lexington. If he has as- 
sembed enough reserve force for extended train- 
ing, he appears almost certain to be one of the 
best 3-year-olds, possibly the best, of the year. 
He is taking his gallops at the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation track under the eye of John B. Partridge. 

Burgoo King is one of the five nominees of 
Col. E. R. Bradley, whose intentions in connec- 
tion with the Kentucky Derby are always serious. 
He is a colt which appeared never to have shown 
his true worth during his 2-year-old racing. Pos- 
sibly the son of the Derby winner Bubbling Over 
But until he has 
demonstrated his unworthiness, he must be con- 
sidered a leading possibility, if for no other rea- 


son than his owner’s confidence in him—confi- 
dence backed by cash. His third to Top Flight 
and Tick On in the Pimlico Futurity was his 
best race. He is at Idle Hour Farm, being trained 
by H. J. (Dick) Thompson. 


Mad Frump, Top Flight’s stablemate, winner 
of the Eudurance Handicap, is a good second 
string to the Whitney bow. He showed qualities 
of speed and toughness which give him a fair 
chance in the race. 


Mrs. Graham Fair Vanderbilt’s Sweeping Light, 
winner of the Champagne Stakes and second to 
Tick On in the Hopeful, has an excellent chance. 
A. B. Gordon, a thorough horseman, has him at 
Churchill Downs, and will undoubtedly do his 
best to capture the Derby with him. If Sweeping 
Light succeeds, his sire, Manna, himself a winner 
of the English Derby, may earn an unprecedented 
fame as the sire of the winners of the leading 
Derby races of two hemispheres, for Manna’s son, 
Mannamead, is joint favorite with Orwell for this 
year’s running of the Derby at Epsom. 


Other good racers are entered for the Ken- 
tucky Derby, but most of them, Morfair, Universe, 
Cold Check, Proteus, Economic, and Delivered, 
may be dismissed with the statement that they 
do not appear to be Derby-distance horses. 
Lucky Tom, racing at New Orleans, and Evening, 
George D. Widener’s good filly at Hialeah Park, 
are the best of the winter-racing 3-year-olds, if 
we judge only by performances in competition. 
Lucky Tom, shipped this week from New Orleans 
to Miami for the Florida Derby, may earn him- 
self a chance at the Churchill Downs classic.

AQUEDUCT STAKES NOMINATIONS. 


NOTHER indication of the kind of year that 

is ahead for the racing associations of New 
York State is seen in a story sent out to news- 
papers last week by Henry C. Pebler, racing 
secretary of the Queens County Jockey Club, 
concerning the nominations to flat and steeple- 
chase stakes of Aqueduct’s spring meeting. Mr. 
Pebler’s remarks about the “impressive show- 
ing” are best described as whistling to keep up 
his courage. Mr. Pebler makes no comparisons, 
nor does he give the total number of nominations 
received. But the stakes at Aqueduct (aggre- 
gating $12,000 less than in 1931) have attracted 
considerably less support from horsemen than 
in recent seasons. With the exception of the 
Dwyer Stakes, which was changed for this year 
from a late-closing to an early-closing race and 
consequently attracted 67 nominations as com- 
pared with 65 for 1931, the major 1932 stakes 
at Aqueduct show a falling off from 1931— 
which was far from a banner year. The Brook- 
lyn Handicap has 49 nominations, as compared 
with 64 in 1931; the Carter Handicap, 63, in 
1931, 69; the Brookdale Handicap, 40, in 1931, 
55; the Great American Stakes, 139, in 1931, 
177; the Glendale Steeplechase Handicap, 40, in 
1931, 44. The Carter Handicap came nearer 


-Inaintaining its place than did the other handi- 


caps; this has come to be one of the most popular 
fixtures at the course. The figures are cited only 
as an indication of a decline in stakes nomina- 
tions which extends over practically the whole 
field of racing at home and abroad. 

Most of the big stables continue loyally in 
their support of Aqueduct. C. V. Whitney leads 
with a total of 109 nominations. E. R. Bradley 
1s next with 82; the Greentree Stable and Saga- 
more Stable have 74 each; Joseph E. Widener, 
70; Mrs. John Hay Whitney, 64; Morton L. 
Schwartz, 59; W. R. Coe, 57; Brookmeade 
Stable, 56; Glen Riddle Farm, 54; Belair Stud, 
50; Dorwood Stable, 41; William Ziegler, Jr., 40; 
‘Walter J. Salmon, 39, etc.

A BILL AGAINST DRUGGING HORSES. 

Edwin W. Wallace, representing Nassau Coun- 
ty, Long Island, introduced in the New York Gen- 
eral Assembly at Albany February 19 a bill car- 
rying the following provisions: 

“A person who wilfully or unjustifiably inter- 
feres with, injures, destroys or tampers with or 
who wilfully ‘sets on foot, instigates, engages in 
or in any way furthers any act by which any 
horse, mule, dog or any other domestic animal 
used for the purposes of racing, breeding or com- 
petitive exhibition of skill, breed or stamina, is 
interfered with, injured, destroyed or tampered 
with, or any act tending to produce such inter- 
ference, injury, destruction or tampering, whether 
such horse, mule, dog or other domestic animal 
be the property of himself or another, is guilty 
of a felony, punishable by imprisonment in a 
State’s prison for not more than three years. 

“This act shall take effect September first, 
nineteen hundred and thirty-two.” 


STEVE DONOGHUE ON WAY HOME. 

The noted English jockey Steve Donoghue 
ended a pleasant visit to America last week, sail- 
ing for England Friday night on the Bremen. 
Just before leaving he was asked about his mount 
in the 1932 Derby, a question of considerable in- 
terest, since he has already ridden six winners of 
the race. He said: “I haven’t any Derby mount 
yet, and shall take my time engaging for one. 
I’ve had offers to ride promising colts, but de- 
clined to accept, as they did not strike me as 
Derby distance types.” 


‘NEW DEAD HEAT RULE SUGGESTED. 


Re-running of races which result in dead heats 
has become such an uncommon occurrence that 
A. H. Morris, one of the stewards of The Jockey 
Club, has made a suggestion that the old rule 
be amended to read that dead heats “shall not be 
run off,’”’ but that the owners of the dead-heaters 
shall divide the monies.” 


MRS. KUMMER, EARL SANDE MARRY. 

Mrs. Clarence Kummer, widow of the jockey 
who died last year, recently took occasion to 
deny newspaper reports that she would marry 
Earl Sande. Last week in Long Island City a 
license to marry was issued to Mrs. Kummer 
and Mr. Sande. They were married February 18 
by Magistrate Thomas Doyle at Flushing, L.L, 
and left the next day by motor for Miami.

HIALEAHR’S LAST WEEK. 


HE scheduled 39 days of racing at Hialeah 

Park ends Saturday of this week, February 
27. The meeting has keen the high spot of a 
winter that has had all the aspects of a night- 
mare to most of the racing promoters who have 
gone out to battle with the depression. Perhaps 
if it had been the aim of Hialeah’s management 
to make a profit on its investment, the Miami 
Jockey Club would have had the most monstrous 
nightmare of all. For the rebuilt racing plant 
has cost about $3,000,000. It seems improbable 
that the income from gate receipts and totalisator 
during the present session is large enough to take 
care of the purse distribution, the overhead and 
the heavy Florida taxes. The average daily 
“handle” in the totalisator for the first 29 days 
of the meeting, including Monday, February 16, 
was $144,095. The 10 per cent “take” amounts 
to about $14,409.50 daily, three-tenths of which 
is the State’s share. 

The advancing season has found the fortunes 
of Hialeah improving daily. Mondays and mid- 
week days now have crowds and play as large as 
Saturdays did during the early weeks. The Nurs- 
ery Stakes No. 1, run last Saturday, attracted 
the best crowd of the meeting. Two stakes are 
down for this week, the Nursery Stakes No. 2, 
for 2-year-old fillies, and the Florida Derby, the 
latter to be run on the closing day. 

Tropical Park opens Monday, February 29, for 
its second meeting, which runs 18 days to March 
19. Heavy losses during the first meeting have 
caused Manager Frank J. Bruen to announce a 
policy of retrenchment. The Gables Racing As- 
sociation wishes to make money, a desire which 
apparently never troubled Hialeah, and therefore 
its task will be much harder than that of the 
other track. The condition book shows a purse 
minimum of $800 and a maximum of $1,000. 
The average daily distribution will be $5,800 and 
every day’s program will conform almost exactly 
to the average. Factors that will make for im- 
provement in the fortunes of Tropical Park are 
the better cooperation between the two tracks 
and, consequently, between horsemen and Tropi- 
cal Park, and the fact that many more visitors 
are in the Florida resorts than when the first 
session was held. 

Mr. Bruen is hopeful. Last week he said: 
“Miami’s winter season should attain its peak 
in March, not in February, as has been the case 
in past years. The people can rest abso- 
lutely assured that Tropical Park will open on 
schedule and continue through March 19.” 

Tropical Park’s staff will be essentially the 
same as at the first meeting, except that R. 
Wingfield will replace William Hamilton as 
starter, Mr. Hamilton being engaged at the Fair 
Grounds. 


OKAPI TRIMS MEANY IN DUEL. 

Race-goers in Florida this winter have been 
wondering which is the best 2-year-old colt on 
the grounds at Hialeah Park. When they came 
to the running of the Nursery Stakes No. 1 
($2,500 added, 2-year-old colts and geldings, 
three furlongs), February 20, they made the 
Brookmeade Stable’s Okapi (122) and Mose 
Lowenstein’s Meany (122) almost equal choices, 
the odds being slightly lower on the latter. The 
race did not exactly settle the question, for Okapi 
and Meany bounded away from the barrier 


almost together, ran lapped all the way, and 
came to the finish so close together that “the 
nod” was enough to settle the decision either 
way. Okapi got the nod and won. Meany had a 
short lead in the last furlong, but could not hold 
it as Robertson brought Okapi up in a powerful 
drive. J. P. Arthur’s John Davenport (122) was 
a length back, third, and David Jay Ely’s Helios 
(122) was fourth. The others in the 16-horse 
field were Dry Ridge (122), Bracer (117), Swag- 
ger Stick (122), Flying Dragon (117), Royal 
Guard (117), Blarney Castle (117), Bantu (117), 
Revonah (117), Flag View (117), Bad Times 
(117), Brookhattan (117), Ipral (122). Time, 
:34 2-5 (equals track record), track fast. Stakes 
division, $3,310, $500, $250, $150.

“The real stars of the consignment are to be 
found among the five colts by Eternal. The best 
of these and by the same token, very likely 
the best of the entire shipment, is the brown colt 
(three-parts brother to Sweepster), out of 
Oktibbena (dam of the winners Sweet Verbena, 
Ultimo and Susie Jane and sister to the English 
stakes winner and sire October), by *Rock Sand 
out of Octoroon, by Hastings.” 

In the Xalapa Farm sale, August 20, the 
Eternal—Oktibbena colt (Okapi) brought the 
top price of $6,500. 


CATHOP’S PROMISE. 

R. M. Eastman’s Cathop (brother to Mike 
Hall), candidate for the Florida Derby, worked 
1% miles at Hialeah Park very impressively be- 
tween races February 20. The time was :23 2-5, 
:47 3-5, 1:12, 1:37 4-5, 1:51 1-5. Mack Garner 
was his pilot. The first half mile he was at- 
tended by Hamilton, ridden by Walter Taylor, 
who is assisting his brother, Tommy, with the 
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training. Tommy Taylor is making no secret of 
his expectation that Cathop will win the big event 
of the closing day at the magnificent plant of the 
Miami Jockey Club. The colt’s performance Sat- 
urday justifies that confidence. He is a better 
looking individual than was Mike Hall at the 
same age and he has decidedly better action. In 
build and movement he reminds one of Buckhorn, 
the good horse Canada Jack Atkin raced so suc- 
cessfully. This Cathop is a solid horse and he is 
not to be treated lightly for the Kentucky Derby, 
the American Derby and the Classic at Arling- 
ton Park if he wins at Hialeah Saturday of this 
week. 


W. T. ANDERSON RULED OFF. 


William T. Anderson, against whom no official 
action had been taken since 1929, ran afoul of 
racing law again last week. 

The Paramount Stable, over which the large 
Mr. Anderson is supposed to preside in a man- 
agerial capacity, had a starter called *Buoyant 
Days, by Cameronian’s sire, Pharos, in the fourth 
race at Hialeah Park February 17. Odds against 
him were 23,475 to 100, but he ran better than 
the public or the stable expected, finishing third. 
Jockey W. Smith, to all appearances, was quite 
willing to have him lose. He put forth such 
feeble efforts that he was suspended for the 
remainder of the meeting and his case referred 
to the Florida Racing Commission for further 
action. Considerable investigation followed. W. 
Robinson, trainer of the stable, was allowed to 
make a formal resignation February 18, and the 
same day the stewards issued the following 
ruling: 

“For irregularities in the conduct of the 
stables for which he has assumed management 
without due authorization, W. T. Anderson is 
suspended and denied all privileges.” 

The Hialeah ruling may possibly be the end 
of Mr. Anderson’s attempts to maintain his as- 
sociations with the sport. Canada associations 
have refused to allow the Anderson horses to 
race in the Dominion. Tijuana, before its close, 
denied him privileges and admittance, but re- 
cently Cabezo, running in the name of Mrs. W. 
T. Anderson, won a stakes races at Agua 
Caliente. The Jockey Club, New York, granted 
Mr. Anderson racing privileges in 1929, and since 
then he had avoided difficulty with officials, until 
last week. His racing and “plunging” date back 
for more than 20 years. 


LUCILLE K. 


“What’s the best 2-year-old out this year?” 
asked Dr. D. B. Knox, of Georgetown, Ky., in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE office last week. 

The Doctor then answered his own question. 

“Why, it’s Lucille K., by Whiskalong out of 
Grief, by *Polymelian. I bred her and sold her 
to Jay Weil as a yearling. He sold her to Her- 
bert M. Woolf. You look up her record and see 
if she isn’t the smartest thing out.” 

Mumbling about Dark Love and Nuhat we went 
to look up Lucille K. in the books. Not rated 
good enough to be nominated for the Nursery 
Stakes No. 2, to be run this week at Hialeah, 
she won her first start, at Tropical Park. She 
was beaten a head in her second start by Dark 
Love, quarter mile in :22 3-5. In her third start 
she was second, beaten half a length by Wise 
Ann, quarter in :22 3-5; Okapi was four lengths 
behind her in third place. She won her fourth 
Start, quarter in :22 3-5, beating Meany three 


lengths and carrying top weight, 114 pounds. She 
won her fifth start, 2% furlongs in :29, with 124 
pounds, beating Okapi, with 122, and others. She 
won her sixth start, three furlongs in :34 2-5 
(new track record for Hialeah), with 125 pounds, 
beating Levaal (125) and Okapi (125). Her win- 
nings are $3,350.

WIDENER’S WORDS. 


When Florida legislators visited Hialeah Park, 
they heard the following from Joseph E. Widener, 
chairman of the board of the Miami Jockey Club, 
in his address of welcome to them: 

“IT have visited practically every major race 
course in the world and in rebuilding Hialeah 
Park I have endeavored to concentrate the best 
features of each in our course. 

“After Hialeah Park gets out of the red ink 
and when better times come, as they are bound 
to soon, Hialeah Park will make money. The 
stockholders will only take a legal dividend of 
those profits and every dollar over it will be 
turned over to the charities of Florida. 

“Hundreds of pictures have been mailed to 
England, France and Germany, where the beauty 
of Hialeah Park will advertise the state of Flor- 
ida in the leading newspapers and periodicals of 
Europe. Every newspaper in America has told 
its readers of Florida’s shrine to the king of 
sports. You performed a worthy deed when you 
legalized racing in your State.” 


JACK HOWARD’S RESIGNATION. 


A partnership which has proved very profitable 
for both parties was ended last week, when Jack 
Howard resigned as trainer of the horses of 
F. A. Carreaud, of Dallas, Texas. Mr. Howard 
purchased from Mr. Carreaud the half-interest 
of the latter in the stallion Greenock, which is 
now entirely the property of Mr. Howard and 
stands at his Rookwood Farm, Lexington. George 
Land has taken over the Carreaud horses. 


KEENEY SUED FOR $75,000. 


John Passero last week filed suit in Miami 
against Frank A. Keeney, racing promoter, for 
$75,000. Passero, a 17-year-old rider, is at the 
Jackson Memorial Hospital in Miami being 
treated for a broken back, broken knee, and 
lacerations of the face, injuries which he suffered, 
the suit alleges, in a collision of his own car 
with another automobile driven by Mr. Keeney. 
Both cars were wrecked. 


DAN CHAPPELL RESIGNS. 


Dan Chappell, attorney and legislator, last 
week resigned as secretary of the Gables Racing 
Association, explaining that when he accepted 
the position it was understood he was to resign 
after the referendum had been held. He held the 
position, at Manager Frank J. Bruen’s in- 
sistence, until last week. 


COE HORSES GO EAST. 


Benny Creech, trainer for W. R. Coe, stopped 
at the Shoshone Stud, Lexington, last week, on 
his way from Agua Caliente to New York, looked 
over the stock at the farm, and shipped six 3- 
year-olds and four 2-year-olds to Belmont Park. 
The 3-year-olds were Osculator, Pompeius, Ha 
Ha, Masked Knight, Polonaise and Laughing 
Queen. The 2-year-olds were Slapped, After 
Dark, Circean and Ciceronese. 
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IMPROVEMENT AT FAIR GROUNDS. 


HORSEMAN returning last week from New 

Orleans to Lexington informed THE BLOOD- 
HoRSE that only one man in New Orleans had 
any money, and the doctors had ordered him to 
stay away from the race track. 

However, “things are picking up a little.” On 
several days recently the daily “handle” of cer- 
tificates went beyond $125,000, a figure that 
seemed beyond expectation during early days of 
the Fair Grounds meeting. 

The Fair Grounds management last week made 
another concession to the inevitable lowering of 
the financial standards of racing. At the re- 
quest of horsemen, the minimum claiming price 
was reduced from $2,000 to $1,000. Effective 
with the program of Tuesday, February 16, it 
was agreed that one race for $1,000 platers and 
another for $1,500 would be held daily. Last week 
races of $1,500 “top and bottom” were offered, 
and races scaling from $1,500 down to $1,000. 
This week and hereafter there will be a daily 
race of $1,000 “top and bottom.” 


DEATH OF EDWARD SHELLEY. 

Edward Shelley, 57, of Louisville, expert ac- 
countant, brother of Thomas, John and William 
Shelley, the latter a widely known official, died 
suddenly in his apartment at New Orleans on 
the evening of February 17. He served in the 
mutuel departments of tracks in Illinois, Ken- 
tucky and Louisiana. His widow, two sons and 
two daughters survive him. 

TOM YOUNG BACK HOME. 

Tom B. Young returned to Lexington this week 
after a pleasant and successful stay in New Or- 
leans. Before leaving the Fair Grounds he acted 
for Young Bros., Inc., in disposing of Boston 
Common to E. F. Fitzgerald, and for Delaney and 
Young in disposing of Chicon and Upon to J. B. 
Theall. 


HAUGHTON SHIPS HOME. 


Edward Haughton, whose horses have had 
great success in New Orleans this winter, shipped 
his string from the Fair Grounds Monday. After 
arrival in Lexington they will be rested a short 
while before being prepared for Kentucky racing. 
Wotan won two stakes for the Lexington owner- 
trainer and narrowly missed in others. 


SPANISH PLAY’S LUCKY WIN. 


Knebelkamp and Morris’ Spanish Play, whose 
early reputation was established in New Orleans 
last winter, was lucky to score a nose decision 
over Edward Haughton’s Wotan (114) in the 
second Jack L. Dempsey Memorial Handicap 
($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, one mile) at 


~ the Fair Grounds February 20. Though carrying 


the actual top weight, 120 pounds, Spanish Play 
was receiving a concession of seven pounds, by 
the scale, from J. J. Robinson’s Lucky Tom (110), 
the favorite, which finished five lengths behind 
the two stretch duelists. C. Landolt gave Span- 
ish Play another of his excellent rides, got 
through on the inside with a great saving of 
ground on the turn, took the lead a quarter mile 
out when Lucky Tom faltered, lost the lead tem- 
porarily to Wotan, and took it back again in a 
rousing finish.

AGUA CALIENTE’S TROUBLES. 


ANY, perhaps most, of the horsemen who 

race at Agua Caliente depend upon their 
earnings at the track for most of their liveli- 
hood. They went to the magnificent course, 
magnificently publicized, in November, with the 
expectation of 107 days of racing, a purse mini- 
mum of $600, and $174,000 in added money for 
the stakes races. Rumors went about that the 
program would not be carried through. General 
Manager J. N. Crofton “flatly spiked’ them all. 
Nevertheless, the purses were cut from $600 to 
$500, and from $500 to $400. Racing has been 
discontinued on three occasions. The stakes 
money has been cut in half. Naturally there is 
misery in some of the stables. 

The third interruption of racing in Lower 
California came last week, beginning Tuesday, 
February 16. Like the second, it was caused by 
the heavy rainfall. Stories from Agua Caliente 
told of torrential storms, gales, practically im- 
passable roads, weakened railroad culverts. The 
track was announced to reopen Friday, Febru- 
ary 19. Late Thursday night Mr. Crofton an- 
nounced that the reopening had been postponed 
to Sunday. The crew repairing the bridge over 
the Tijuana river, working day and night, had 
not been able to get the bridge ready for traffic. 
Sunday, the only day of the week on which 
Agua Caliente has a showing of a crowd, the 
track was reopened. 


DURANGO SCORES ANOTHER. 

J. Emery’s Durango captured his second stakes 
race of the Agua Caliente meeting Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 21, when racing was resumed after a 
week’s lay-off. Carrying 103 pounds, the 3-year- 
old won the third running of the George Wash- 
ington Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 1 1-16 miles), beating off S. H. Lee’s Joe 
Flores (3-y-o, 105) and Kenneth Dawes’ Marine 
(109) in a fighting finish. R. Jones was largely 
responsible for the victory, saving ground with 
Durango while Joe Flores was carried wide by 
his own stablemate, the Pasadena Stable’s Burton 
Agnes (3-y-0, 92), which finished fourth. 
Durango won by a neck, Joe Flores was second 
by a head, Marine, finishing fastest of all, was 
four lengths ahead of Burton Agnes. Whipper 
Cracker (103) also ran. Time, :23 4-5, :47 2-5, 
1:12 1-5, 1:38 4-5, 1:45 4-5, track fast.

GRAND NATIONAL NOTES. 

HANCES of John Hay Whitney to win the 

Grand National on March 18 were almost 
lost when his Sir Lindsay split his off hind 
pastern in a recent trial race at Newbury. The 
jumper, considered one of the leading candidates, 
can not be started, according to latest reports, 
and may never race again. Mr. Whitney’s Dusty 
Foot is his next best and is not believed a very 
promising chance, though he jumped well to 
finish fourth in the Troytown Handicap Steeple- 
chase early this month. Dusty Foot is an 8-year- 
old maiden. W. Speck will ride him. Mr. and 
Mrs. J. H. Whitney sailed last Friday night on 
the Bremen from New York, on their way to 
attend the Liverpool classic. 

Prince Cherry, which won the Troytown 
Steeplechase recently, is one of M. D. Blair’s 
four National candidates, and, like Gregalach and 
Easter Hero, is a son of My Prince. Mr. Blair 
likes his Great Span “as much as any.” 

R. K. Mellon’s Alike performed poorly in the 
Troytown and may not start in the Grand 
National. 

Heartbreak Hill, the mare which is one of the 
leading American-owned candidates, gave a fine 
exhibition in winning the Stillorgan Steeplechase, 
three miles 100 yards, at Leopardstown. She 
carried 175 pounds and won easily, by 15 lengths. 

R. K. Mellon’s Grasslands winner, Glangesia, 
made his appearance in the three-mile Keymer 
Handicap Steeplechase at Plumpton February 8 
and was beaten three-quarters of a length by 
Silver Grail, to which he was making the enor- 
mous concession of 84 pounds. Sea Soldier ran 
again in this race, making ‘his usual dismal 
showing. 

In the Prince of Wales’ Handicap Steeplechase 
at Sandown February 4, several Grand National 
candidates contested. Over a course of three 
miles and about five furlongs, the giant Remus 
was home first, with Onward second and Pelorous 
Jack, the biggest of them all, third. Among the 
also rans were Shaun Goilin, Gib and Great Span. 
Shaun Goilin blundered at the water jump, but 
finished the course. Great Span fell so far out 
of competition that his rider pulled him up. 

Tom Coulthwaite, who has won Grand Nation- 
als with Eremon in 1907, Jenkinstown in 1910 and 
Grakle in 1931, was asked recently about 
Grackle’s chances this year. He said: 

“Grakle is a wonderful horse. I cannot give 
you a tip, because you cannot expect a man over 
70 to break records, but I am going to do my 
best. If hard work means anything, you can rest 
assured Grakle will win again.” 

Sea Soldier was last in the Brentford Handicap, 
hurdles, two miles, carrying 154 pounds, with 
the American rider Fitzpatrick up. He jumped 
poorly, ran slowly and finished last. He appeared 
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far from racing condition. Most impressive thing 
about him, according to the papers, was “his 
rug of royal blue and gold edging, with the 
legend ‘Millcreek Stables’ embroidered in letters 
of gold four inches deep on it.” 

Fifty horses are still eligible for the Grand 
National. Seven (Colliery Band, Kakushin, 
Solanum, All Over, D.D.B., Relation and West 
Indies) were taken out at the February accep- 
tance date. Since then Gate Book has been de- 
clared out. Final acceptances are due March 8. 


“BRED IN IRELAND.” 


In America, as in other countries, it is some- 
times difficult to ascertain whether an imported 
horse was bred in England or in Ireland. Con- 
sequently many horses are set down as having 
been bred in England when, as a matter of fact, 
they were produced in Ireland. We are informed 
by Capt. Gerald Martin, energetic secretary of 
the Irish Bloodstock Breeders’ Association, that 
the Messrs. Weatherby, keepers of the General 
Stud Book, have agreed that all certificates which 
they issue for Irish-bred horses being exported 
will carry the words, “Bred in Ireland.” 


1931 IN THE ARGENTINE. 

The Special Commissioner of The Sporting Life 
(London) published in a recent number some in- 
teresting figures of racing last year in Argentina, 
as sent to him by a friend, George Macfarlane. 
The leading sire is Silurian, which, like our own 
leading stallion, *St. Germans, is a son of Swyn- 
ford. Silurian was bred and raced by Lord Derby. 
His dam was Glacier, by St. Simon out of Glasalt, 
by Isinglass (Swynford is by a son of Isinglass), 
next dam Broad Corrie. Broad Corrie’s branch 
of the No. 3 family is already so full of honors 
that this new one is merely another “drop in the 
bucket.”” The Special Commissioner quotes the 
following notes from Mr. Macfarlane: 

“PRIZE MONEY.—The Jockey Club distributed 
over the 64 meetings the sum of 4,796,942 dollars 
(£353,303) in prize money. 

“TOTALISATOR.—The sum of 121,400,951 dollars 
(£9,338,535) was invested, a falling off of 25 
per cent. from the previous year. 

“YEARLING SALES.—Well maintained, with sat- 
isfactory prices for breeders. 

“PRODUCTS.—Mineral, our ‘crack’ colt, has cre- 
ated a couple of records. First, the sum won in 
his first season, which was 301,580 dollars (£23,- 
200), and also a track record for 3,000 metres of 
38min 4 3-5sec. Other records during the year 
were Magnax, 1,200 metres, Imin 1 1-5sec, and 
Cruz Diablo, 1,600 metres, Imin 34sec. 

“This colt Mineral is a wonder, and if he keeps 
well he will by far exceed all other horses in sums 
won. He goes into summer quarters in splendid 
condition. He is a bit inbred on the sire’s side, 
as his sire Leteo goes back to Dusty Miller and 
Florizel II. to St. Simon, whilst his dam Moderta 
is sired by Fripon (Diamond Jubilee), but goes 
back on her dam’s side to Ante Diem (Carbine), 
one of the grandest dams ever imported. One 
might say that her products have been the 
founders of the famous ‘Ojo de Agua’ Stud Farm. 

“SIRES OF WINNERS.—Silurian heads the list 
easily, but the performance of the first year’s 
crop of Re Echo have done remarkably well. He 
looks like making a great name for himself in 
the near future. 

“LEADING TRAINER.—Maschio heads the train- 
ers’ list for the fifth year in succession, having 
won 57 races and the sum of 588,574 dollars 


(£39,078). The prize money has been more even- 
ly distributed than usually. 

“CHAMPION JOCKEY.—Leguisamo easily tops 
the list again with sums won of 731,188 dollars 
(£56,300) for his patrons, even after an absence 
of three months in Europe on holiday. On one 
occasion Leguisamo rode six winners out of our 
eight races, and on another he all but walked off 
with the card—seven firsts and one second.” 


TEL-ASUR SCORES AGAIN IN INDIA. 


Capt. Ernest A. Elgee’s Tel-Asur, by Allenby 
(Bayardo—-Tagalie, by Cyllene) out of Curragh 
Gale, won the Eclipse Stakes, 114 miles, 50,000 
rupees (about $14,000) at Bombay, India, Feb- 
ruary 6. Tel-Asur had already won the King- 
Emperor’s Cup, another of the most important 
races in India. 


PRIX ROBERT HENNESSY. 

Ivry, 6-year-old bay horse by Antivari—In- 
florescence, by St. Just, won the Prix Robert 
Hennessey, 3,500 meters, worth 50,000 francs 
(about $1,950), at Auteuil’s opening February 21. 
Antivari is by Sea Sick. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 

Brazilian owners bought 10 Irish 2-year-olds. 

Lord Glanely’s first jockey this year will be 
young F. Rickaby. 

G. Nicol, successful South African jockey, will 
leave for England soon and ride this year for 
Reggie Day’s stable. 

G. H. Bostwick’s Sir Crispen won the Tantivy 
Steeplechase, two miles, at Gatwick, England, 
February 19, earning about $1,750. 

Miss Dorothy Paget, a member of the Whitney 
clan now racing in England, furnished the winner 
of a hurdle race at Kempton recently in Insur- 
ance. The race was marked by the death of 
Accentuate, the eighth horse killed in competi- 
tion in England in 15 days. Accentuate’s number 
was 13. 

The Messrs. Tattersall have given a ruling 
to clear up a question much debated in England. 
The decision, which is also much debated, is 
that if two horses in a race are equal choice, the 
“second choice” then is the horse whose odds are 
nearest to the price against each of the two 
equal favorites. 

Over the “white turf” of powdery snow on 
Lake St. Moritz, the German horse Wisa Gloria 
recently won the St. Moritz Grand Prix, 2,000 
meters. Greystoke, foaled in England, owned in 
Switzerland, trained in France, ridden by a Ger- 
man jockey, was second. Bonny Boy, an excel- 
lent Hungarian racer, was third. The snow races 
are run with all necesary equipment—paddocks, 
grandstand, judges’ boxes, totalisator and _ re- 
freshment booths. 


DEATH OF MAX SILVERS. 

Max Silvers, agent for Frank Bryan, L. T. 
Cooper and others, died last week at his home 
in Jersey City, N. J. Mr. Silvers rode for the 
late Thomas Mannix in his early days and later 
went to South America where he had consider- 
able experience on the Turf. Because of his 
familarity with conditions in both continents, he 
was frequently employed as purchasing agent 
in the United States by South American sports- 
men. For his long-time acquaintance and friend, 
Henrique Gutierrez, of Bogota, he managed 
*Tutti Frutti in this country until the horse 
was killed by lightning last year.

CLIVEDEN STUD MATINGS. 


EW breeding farms anywhere in the world 

have had better success with matings than 
has the Cliveden Stud of Lord Astor. From Eng- 
lish exchanges we learn that only 13 mares and 
fillies have been purchased for the stud, the first 
in 1900 and the last in 1915. The great success 
of Cliveden is founded on three of those 13 
mares, namely Conjure, Popinjay and Maid of 
the Mist, names which are playing a strong part 
in American breeding as well as in English. Some 
of the matings for this year will be of interest. 

Poligny, winner of the Lingfield Oaks last fall, 
by Swynford—Jura, by Gainsborough—Maid of 
the Mist (note the similarity to the pedigree of 
*St. Germans), is being sent to Kentucky to be 
bred to *Sir Gallahad ITI. 

Jura (dam of Poligny) is going to France to 
be bred to Biribi, by Rabelais—La Bidouze, by 
Chouberski. 

Sunny Devon, winner of the Coronation Stakes, 
by Solario (Gainsborough—Sun Worship, by 
Sundridge) out of Plymstock, by Polymelus out 
of Winkipop (dam of *Blink II), also goes to 
France, to be bred to Kantar, by Alcantara II 
out of Karabe, by Chouberski. Kantar, like 
Biribi, is of the St. Simon male line. 

Volume, a stakes winner, by Papyrus out of 
Long Suit. by Lemberg, will be bred in France 
to Isard II (sire of the noted French filly Com- 
manderie), by Le Samaritain—TIrish Idyll, by 
Kilwarlin. 

The St. Leger winner Book Law goes to France 
to be bred to Phalaris’ son Pharos, leading sire 
in England last season. 

Pinprick, by Torpoint out of Third Trick (Con- 
jure’s family), will be bred to the Derby winner 
Trigo, by Blandford. Pinprick is dam of the joint 
Derby favorite Mannamead. 

The famous mare Popingaol, by Dark Ronald 
out of Popinjay, by St. Frusquin, and her daugh- 
ter Book Debt, by Buchan. go to Fairway (by 
Phalaris—Scapa Flow, by Chaucer). 

Plymstock, dam of Pennycomequick, and Short 
Story go to Coronach. Miss Wiss and Miss 
Cavendish are booked to Gainsborough.
